A Tadworth mum is fight¬ 
ing for a “lifesaving” cystic 
fibrosis drug to be available 
on the NHS after her daugh¬ 
ter suffered irreversible lung 
damage. 

Mum-of-three Sharon 
Cranfield, whose 16-year-old 
daughter Jessica has cystic 
fibrosis, said she doesn’t 
know long she will live, 
something she’s been aware 
of since she was just nine- 
years-old. 

Diagnosed as a baby at 
three months, Jessica some¬ 
times had to spend months 
at a time in hospital because 
she was so sick. 

Sharon said: “One time 
when Jessica was in hospital 
she made friends with a little 
girl her own age; they waved 
at each other through the 
window.” 

The girl also had Cystic 
Fibrosis, and sadly passed 
away 

“My daughter went to her 
funeral when she was only 
ten years old. Imagine being 
ten years old and seeing that 
tiny casket with pink flowers 
all over? 

“What could I have done? 
She wanted to say goodbye 
to her friend, and her mother 
put her letter on top of the 
coffin.” 

Jessica was never able to 
have any physical contact 
with her friend because of 
the risk of passing each oth¬ 
er infections that only harm 
people with Cystic Fibrosis. 


Now at 16, Jessica is one of 
the few to be given Orkambi, 
a new precision medicine for 
cystic fibrosis, on compas¬ 
sionate grounds by the phar¬ 
maceutical company Vertex 
which created it. 

Sharon describes the drug 
as “lifesaving” and said Jes¬ 
sica has improved since tak¬ 
ing it. 

However, Jessica was only 
given it because she was so 
ill - the lung damage she’s 
endured is irreversible. 

“Imagine trying to breathe 
through a straw,” said Sha¬ 
ron. “You will always feel 
like you’re suffocating. That 
is what it’s like.” 

Sharon hopes that if 
enough people sign the pe¬ 
tition, other children will 
be able to receive Orkambi 
before they get permanent 
damage. 

Currently, children with 
cystic fibrosis take a cock¬ 
tail of medicines such as 
steroids, antibiotics, and di¬ 
gestive enzymes, drugs that 
widen the airways, and drugs 
that thin the mucus. 

They will usually have to 
have physiotherapy to help 
clear the lungs and use nebu- 
lisers to help with breathing. 

Currently, fewer than 50 
per cent of people with cyst¬ 
ic fibrosis will live to reach 
their 40s. 

The petition has more than 
50,000 signatures since be¬ 
ing launched on Wednesday 
night (January 17). 

When it reaches 100,000 it 
will be considered for debate 
in Parliament.

Family distraught after 
pet killed by 4 Cat Killer

A Tadworth family has paid 
tribute to their beloved pet cat 
who is believed to have been 
killed by the so-called Croy¬ 
don Cat Killer. 

Whisker’s un-timely death 
is another on a list of more 
than 400 animal deaths linked 
to a single perpetrator, also 
known as The UK Cat Killer. 

The tribute from the family 
read: “Whiskers wasn’t just a 
cat, she was family. 

“She had such a big person¬ 
ality and I can’t explain how 
much she is missed. 

“We are absolutely heart 
broken, not for the fact alone 
of losing her but the way she 
was taken from us. 

“I beg you all to keep a close 
eye on your pets as you don’t 
think anything like this would 
happen to you. 

“She never left our property 


and we thought she was 
safe, when she went miss¬ 
ing we knew something 
was wrong. 

“She was found dead re¬ 
cently, decapitated and her 
death has been linked to 
the UK animal killer. 

“She was found in Tad- 
worth area. 

“Whiskers was a true 
character, me and my 
mother miss her every day. 

“She was our company 
and our baby. I can’t believe 
how somebody is able to do 
something like this.” 

Police have offered a 
£10,000 reward for infor¬ 
mation leading to the 
killer, who has been linked 
to more than 400 animal 
deaths since 2015. 

The police have been 
working together with 
SNARL to catch the killer. 
The investigation, called 
Operation Takahe, is based 
out of Croydon and in¬ 
cludes police from multiple 
London boroughs.

New search for 
missing James 

70-year-old not been seen for 6 months

Surrey Police has launched 
another search for a pension¬ 
er who went missing more 
than six months ago. 

James Middleton - known 
as Jim - was last seen at mid¬ 
day on Sunday, July 2, when 
he left the Wells Estate on 
his mobility scooter heading 
towards Stew Ponds and the 
Christ Church Road area. 

It’s been more than six 
months and the 70-year-old 
has not yet returned home 
or been found, despite police 
helicopters, drones, Surrey 
and Sussex Search and Res¬ 
cue, trail bikes, boats and 
search dogs being scrambled 
and hundreds of volunteers 
searching for him. 

A Facebook group, Find 
James Middleton, was set up 
after his disappearance, with 
residents searching nearby 
roads and fields and handing

out thousands of ‘missing 
person’ flyers. 

Surrey Police on January 
22 scoured the Ashtead com¬ 
mon area, with the search 
expected to last about three 
weeks. 

Further searches are being 
carried out due to seasonal 


changes, with vegetation be¬ 
ing less dense at this time of 
year. 

Jim is described as white, 
about 5ft 6ins tall, of large 
build, with short brown-grey¬ 
ing hair. 

He was wearing a dark 
coloured body warmer, dark 
grey shorts, with white socks 
and blue trainers. 

A spokesman for Surrey 
Police said: “Jim’s family 
and the local community rou¬ 
tinely undertake their own 
organised searches for him 
and we are very grateful for 
this continued support. 

“However, we ask that if 
anyone finds anything suspi¬ 
cious, including a blue scoot¬ 
er, please do not approach 
but call Surrey Police imme¬ 
diately on 101, or 999 in an 
emergency, quoting reference 
PR/45170070694. 

“Alternatively call the inde¬ 
pendent charity Crimestop- 
pers anonymously on 0800 
555 111.”

Chessington has introduced the concept 
of ‘FaceTiger’ to allow its Zoo Keepers 
and newest arrivals, Olga, Tsar, Kalinka 
and Kyra, to catch up online and 
familiarise the foursome with friendly 
faces. This is before they set paw on 
British soil next month, when the quartet 
will be welcomed to a new multi-million 
pound home at Chessington, which 
features Europe’s first overhead trails. 

Oli Whiteway, senior carnivore keeper at 
Chessington World of Adventures Resort, 
said: “It’s been amazing getting to know 
the tigers’ individual personalities. 

“We can see that Tsar, the male of 


the group, is a big house cat at heart, 
whereas the girls are much more playful 
and little Kalinka is always sneaking 
around and getting up to mischief. 

“It’s a joy to see them via the screen and 
we’ve been able to let them hear our 
voices and practice our calls. We really 
can’t wait to welcome them to their new 
home!” 

Keepers in the UK and Sweden have been 
trialling this new digital enrichment 
program to share key insights into the 
big cats’ lives and wellbeing through 
‘FaceTiger’, including the way they 
interact with their favourite toys: car 
tyres and giant balls.

A Epsom dad who took on 
marathons to raise more than 
£200,000 for charity while un¬ 
dergoing chemotherapy has 
been praised by the Prime 
Minister. 

Kevin Webber was given 
only two years to live after be¬ 
ing diagnosed with prostate 
cancer and was undergoing 
chemotherapy when he took 
on the challenge of walk¬ 
ing 15 marathons in 15 days 
alongside Sky Sports pre¬ 
senter Jeff Stelling in both 
2016 and 2017. 

Now Theresa May has 
written to praise him for his 
contribution to Prostate Can¬ 
cer UK. 

In a personal letter to 
Kevin, the Prime Minister 
said: “You have responded 
to tremendously difficult 
personal circumstances 
with enormous courage and 
strength. Your inspiring 
fundraising work for Pros¬ 
tate Cancer UK demonstrates 
your dedication to ensuring 


that men seek early diagnosis 
and I wish you every success 
in your extreme fundraising 
challenge in the Arctic later 
this year.” 

Kevin’s next challenge, the 
6633 Arctic Ultra, involves 
pulling a sledge for 350 miles 
across the Arctic in -50 de¬ 
grees Celsius temperatures. 

Kevin said: “Since I was di¬ 
agnosed with effectively ter¬ 
minal prostate cancer three 
years ago, it has become my 
mission to raise awareness 
and funds for Prostate Can¬ 
cer UK whilst I am still here.” 


Kevin is the latest recipient 
of the Points of Light award, 
which recognises outstand¬ 
ing volunteers who are mak¬ 
ing a change in their commu¬ 
nity and inspiring others. 

He added: “I feel quite emo¬ 
tional and humbled that peo¬ 
ple think what I have done is 
in any way special so to be 
honoured in this manner is 
unbelievable and a memory 
that my family and I will 
have forever, although much 
of the thanks must go to 
those who have supported me 
in so many ways.”

Child poverty stats 

The numbers of children living in child 
poverty across south-east London and 
north Kent have been revealed. 

In some boroughs across south Lon¬ 
don, a third of children are classed as 
living in poverty, according to statistics 
released as part of the End Child Poverty 
coalition’s Child Poverty Map of the UK. 

In Wandsworth, 17,471 children - or 
30.19 per cent - are classed as living in 
poverty while in Merton the figure is 
11,689 or 25.53 per cent. 

The further out of London you go, the 
lower the figures, with Elmbridge and Ep¬ 
som both around 13 per cent. 

The End Child Poverty Coalition said a 
child is living in poverty if they are in a 
family living on less than 60 per cent of 
the median household income, which is 
around £248 per week after housing costs. 

For a couple with two children under 
14, it is around £347 per week. 

The End Child Poverty Coalition said 
that nationally, the figures also show 
that some of the most deprived areas of 
the UK have seen the biggest increases 
in child poverty since the coalition’s last 
local child poverty figures, for December 
2015. 

It said increases of 10 percentage 
points in some areas demonstrate the 
growing crisis of child poverty in the UK. 

The National Children’s Bureau’s 
chief executive Anna Feuchtwang said: 
“Poverty can hold children back in many 
different ways. It can mean children don’t 
reach a good level of health or develop¬ 
ment, do well in school or reach their po¬ 
tential in employment. 

“The Government has pledged action 
through its social mobility policy, but the 
scale of child poverty that this new data 
reveals, means we urgently need a wider 
commitment from across Government to 
improve the living standards of children, 
young people and families. In particular, 
we need action to address the devastating 
impact of benefit cuts on families, includ¬ 
ing those with disabled children, many of 
whom are struggling to make ends meet.”

A serious burns patient made an emo¬ 
tional return to Queen Victoria Hos¬ 
pital in East Grinstead where she was 
cared for as a child nearly 60 years 
ago. 

Brenda Ranson, from Banstead, 
sustained severe burns on her hands 
from an electric fire when she was 
three. 

She was taken to the specialist hos¬ 
pital known for its pioneering burns 
treatment and continued to be treated 


by the hospital until she was 16. 

Mrs Ranson said: “I don’t re¬ 
member the pain, but I remember 
my hands being curled up in a ball. 
They took skin grafts from my 
thighs to transplant new skin to my 
hands. It’s a miracle how they did 
it. 

“The days here were never sad, 
always happy. I used to love coming 
here. All the staff were lovely 
“We had different activities to 
keep us going like music and move¬ 
ment to the radio. 

“That was all the entertainment 
we had in those days.” 

Paediatric ward matron, Julie 
Baker, said “There has been con¬ 


siderable progress in the way 
we care for children with these 
types of injuries now and the 
drugs that we have available, but 
some of those routines are still 
in place. 

“Whilst children would stay 
on the ward for a lot longer in 
the 1950s, our aim now is to get 
them home as soon as possible, 
as we know they recover better 
in a home environment.” 

Mrs Ranson recently got in 
touch with the Queen Victoria 
Hospital as she wanted to fund¬ 
raise to give back to the hospital 
that means so much to her. 

The QVH Charity raises mon¬ 


ey to fund medical research 
projects, improve hospital en¬ 
vironment and purchase equip¬ 
ment which is outside of the 
core NHS funding. 

Mrs Ranson added: “We have 
chosen QVH Charity as my 
Lady Captains Charity for Pur- 
ley Downs Golf Club this year. 

“All the money raised 
will go to the Peanut Ward 
where I have so many happy 
memories. 

“The Ladies of Purley 
Downs are all very motivated 
to raise as much as we can for 
them. 

“It’s an amazing place.”

Epsom and St Helier NHS Trust is still 
paying out millions in damages and legal 
fees for medical blunders dating back two 
decades. 

Analysis from the BBC Local News 
Partnership has found the Trust has come 
12 out of 258 in the UK for the amount it 
has paid out for historical mistakes- more 
than £4 million of tax payers’ money 
Nationally, the Department of Health 
(DoH) has paid out £152 million to victims 
of mistakes made before April 1995. 
Historical hospital failings during 
childbirth account for 71 per cent of this 
cost. 

The percentage paid out relating to 
maternity incidents by Epsom and St 
Helier NHS Trust was about 25 per cent 
lower that the national average at 46 per 
cent. 

Currently, on average, maternity 
incidents make up only 10 per cent of 
claims but 50 per cent of the cost of 
payouts. 

The costs are so large because mistakes 
during or shortly after childbirth can 
leave the infant with brain damage and 
lifelong dependency on care, for which 
NHS trusts become liable. 

Money is still being paid out for decades- 
old incidents because it can take years 
before patients or families realise they 
may have a claim for compensation and, 
sometimes, assessments about a child’s 
life-long care needs can only be made 
when they are older. 

Joint medical director of Epsom and St 
Helier NHS Trust, Dr Ruth Charlton, 
said: “We are absolutely committed to 
providing our patients with high quality, 
compassionate care. 

“Sadly, there are rare occasions when 
the care we provide falls short of the 


standards we expect and our patients 
deserve. 

“In those circumstances, we do not 
hesitate to investigate the matter fully 
and take steps to ensure that we can help 
to prevent a similar incident occurring 
again. 

“For a very small minority of the people 
we serve, this process may involve a legal 
claim. 

“Although these figures date back to 
incidents more than 23 years ago, we 
are very sorry that any patient or their 
family would ever have to go through 
this process, especially during an already 
difficult time.” 

An inquiry by the Public Accounts 
Committee in November last year warned 
that pressures on the NHS could see the 
litigation bill “spiralling out of control 
without effective action”. 

The Department of Health (DoH) and NHS 
Resolution have put forward measures 
to the combat the situation, including a 
plan to cap the fees that legal firms can 
recoup from the tax payer when they 
win low value cases and trying to resolve 
negligence cases before they go to court. 
With regard to maternity incidents, 
a proposal to introduce a voluntary 
alternative compensation scheme for 
infants who have suffered avoidable brain 
injury at birth has been put forward, 
along with cash incentives for trusts 
which take steps to make maternity 
services safer. 

A spokesman for the DoH said: “We’re 
ensuring taxpayers’ money is spent 
effectively by taking action against law 
firms creaming off excessive legal costs 
that dwarf the damages recovered - 
but we’re also clear we want to ensure 
patients continue to access justice at a 
reasonable cost.”

If you know a vulnerable 
person who could become a 
victim to this type of fraud, 
help them be aware that a 
bank would never ask for a 
PIN over the phone.

It seems, given the brutality 
this cat hater demonstrates, the 
fact the police have launched a 
special investigation, Operation 
Takahe, not to mention putting up a 
£10,000 reward, they can’t believe 
he hasn’t been caught. 

My own newsroom published 
the latest cat killer story just this 
week, but he began his evil cam¬ 
paign in the Croydon four years 
ago before moving around the 
M25 and then even further afield 
in the UK. French experts are also 


convinced it is only a matter of 
time before someone capable of 
inflicting such suffering on animals 
moves on to start attacking people 
and become a human serial killer. 

Julie had already spent time 
with the police and members of 
South Norwood Animal Rescue 
and Liberty (SNARL) and says the 
animal rescue group seem to be 
leading the campaign to catch the 
cat killer. 

Given the number of attacks and 
his modus operandi French animal 
lovers following the story simply 
cannot believe he isn’t behind 
bars and has led some to question 
whether UK authorities want to 
catch him badly enough? 

Now, I’ve made my views known 
often enough so people will be well 
aware I am no cat lover and have 


been driven to distraction by their 
anti-social behaviour in the past, 
not to mention their brutal, destruc¬ 
tive attacks on our garden birds. 
But, to suggest anyone would not 
want to end this bloodthirsty ram¬ 
page and bring this killer to justice 
is surely going too far?

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Channel swim to end child sex trafficking 


An Oxshott woman is planning to swim 
the English Channel this summer to help 
stop child sex trafficking in Mumbai. 

Leah Chowdhry, 25, will swim 26 miles in 
water that is just 13 degrees, which means 
there’s a very real danger of exhaustion 
or hypothermia. 

If successful, she will be one of the first 
women of Asian descent to complete the 
challenge. 

“Everyone calls me mad,” said Leah, “A lot 
of people do struggle to finish and there 
have been a few who passed away.” 
However, Leah has been training hard 
for the challenge, which she takes very 
seriously. 

She said: “I will have been training for 
about year; I started last July, the training 
program is a combination of pool and 
outdoor swimming. 

“The route is 26 miles, at the moment I’m 
doing about 25 kilometres every week.” 
Leah said the attempt will be “very 
dependent on the weather” but she hopes 
to do it at the start of July, ideal for 
daylight. Family and friends will be in 
the boat but, under Channel Swimming 
Association rules, Leah is not allowed any 
human contact while undertaking the 
challenge. 

Leah said: “They can cheer me on, but you 
can’t hear anything when you’re in the 
water, so my coach will send me signs.” 
There’s also the danger of cargo ships and 
cruise liners; the Channel is the busiest 
shipping area in the world. 

Leah, managing director of Leah C 
Childcare, has already completed a 
marathon to raise £11,000 for UNICEF, 
and, aged just nine, she gave up sweets, 
chocolate and fizzy drinks for an entire 
year to raise £500. 

The project Leah is fundraising for is run

16 drug dealers 
are behind bars

Sixteen drug dealers have been 
jailed for a total of 48 years fol¬ 
lowing a police operation in 
north Surrey last year. 

The intelligence-led opera¬ 
tion was set up to disrupt drug 
dealing, and the associated 
criminality it brings, across 
“county lines”, networks which 
are formed to sell illegal drugs 
across county borders. 

This resulted in 200 officers 
carrying out 19 search warrants 
in Addlestone, Cobham, Sun- 
bury, Stanwell, Chertsey, Wal¬ 
ton, Epsom and West Mercia on 
November 7,2017. 

North Surrey Detective In¬ 
spector Dee Fielding said: 
“These sentences act as a re¬ 
minder to dealers looking to sell 
drugs in Surrey that your crimi¬ 
nality won’t be tolerated. 

“Drug dealing can damage 
lives and tear communities 
apart and brings with it in¬ 
creased levels of crimes such as 
theft and anti-social behaviour. 

“Vulnerable members of the 
community are also often ex-

ploited or coerced into selling 
drugs or providing a base from 
which to do so, known as cuck¬ 
ooing. 

“We want to express to the 
people of Surrey how they can 
play a part putting a stop to drug 
dealers and the networks they 
operate in. 

“Working with us by report¬ 
ing anything suspicious will 
enable us to better support and 
protect our communities. 


“If you would rather report 
information anonymously, you 
can do so via Crimestoppers.” 

Among those convicted of 
supplying Class A drugs were 

• Mark Ash, 38, of Rudge Rise, 
Addlestone, charged with three 
offences and imprisoned for 
three years and four months; 

• Liam Williams, 30, of Stone- 
leigh Broadway, Epsom, charged 
with one offence and imprisoned 
for two years and three months 

• Bradley Purssey, 27, of High 
Street, Addlestone, charged with 
three offences and imprisoned 
for two years and six months 

Daniel John, 27, of Green 
Lane, Addlestone, is due to be 
sentenced at Guildford Crown 
Court on February 12 while two 
further men are due to appear 
at Guildford Crown Court on 
20 January for a plea and trial 
preparation hearing.

Now might be the time to microchip your pets 



Be careful when walking your dog at night 


With fewer daylight hours at this time 
of year, it’s a good idea to take extra 
precautions to keep our pets safe. 

PDSA vet Rebecca Ashman said: “With 
the clocks changing, it will be even 
darker in the evening, making both dogs 
and their owners less visible to drivers 
while out walking. Cats are also at 
greater risk too, particularly on busy or 
poorly-lit roads.” 

There are steps pet owners can 
take to reduce their risk during the 
winter months. 

Rebecca adds: “It’s safer to walk your 
dog during daylight hours, but that’s not 
always practical for some dog owners. 

If you’re walking in the dark, keep your 
dog on a lead, especially when walking 
near roads. Make sure you’re wearing 
high visibility clothing, and consider a 
reflective harness, collar or coat for 
your dog. 

“Training your dog to respond quickly 
to a recall command can also be very 
useful, as you can get them back 
immediately if they’re in danger.” 


Many cats prefer to 
snuggle up near to 
a radiator on cold 
winter nights, but 
some still like to 
explore the great 
outdoors. 

Rebecca said: “It’s 
safer to keep your 
cat indoors at night, 
especially if you 
live close to a busy 
road. By adjusting 
their daily routine 
gradually, such 
as changing their 
feeding times, you 
can help them to 
settle down and sleep happily indoors 
through the night. Male cats are much 
less likely to roam if they’re neutered, so 
speak to your vet for advice.” 

“Now is also a good time to ensure your 
pet is microchipped,” said Rebecca. 

“For dogs, this is a legal requirement, 
but we strongly recommend cats are 
microchipped too. If your pets are 


already microchipped, make sure the 
details held by the database company, 
such as your address and telephone 
number, are up to date. 

A microchipped pet stands a much 
better chance of being reunited with 
their owner if they go missing or 
are involved in an accident. It’s also 
important to remember though that, 
by law, dogs have to wear a collar and 


ID tag when outside, as well as being 
microchipped.

You 
need to design a 
plan which works 
for you, which you 
learn to like, and the 
number-one rule is to 
start small and build 
on it.

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Do you dream of a well-organised clutter-free home? Then why not start the year 
with a good clear-out. Kate Ibbotson who runs the professional decluttering service, 
A Tidy Mind, explains the benefits of a mess-free home and how you can get started 


Can you describe the disadvantages 
of having a cluttered home? 

Lots of physical possessions in a 
home can cause a feeling of stress 
and can be overwhelming. Clutter also 
distracts and steals the focus away 
from what is most important. Clutter 
makes it difficult to relax at the end 
of the day because the environment 
sends signals to the brain that there 
is still work to do. Lost time spent 
searching for misplaced possessions 
is also very common. Possibly the 
most insidious cost of clutter is 
the guilt and embarrassment it can 
bring upon people. This may cause 
a reluctance to invite others into the 
home, or anxiety when people drop by 
unannounced. 

How do people benefit from living in 
clutter-free homes? 

Living clutter free means a calmer, 
more relaxing and easier to clean 
home. Also time and money will be 


saved by knowing exactly what you 
own and its place within the home. 
There are unexpected benefits too 
- relationships tend to improve due 
to decreased stress levels and more 
of an emphasis on spending time on 
the important things. Once clutter is 
cleared, it tends to leave room for 
creativity so often people find they feel 
motivated to start new projects and 
achieve goals. 

What does the decluttering process 
involve? 

The space must be first cleared, 
cleaned and then analysed to see 
whether the space can be utilised any 
better. Items should be separated into 
keep, recycle, donate, rubbish and 
action piles. Each action should be 
written down during the process. 

How do you decide what to throw 
away and what to keep? 

Items can stay if they add value to 



life in some way, either 
because they are useful 
or they are associated 
with another positive 
feeling. “Just in case” 
items or duplicates should 
be called into question 
unless there is some certainty that 
they will be needed. I don’t advocate 
“maybe” piles as it’s just delaying the 
decision. If someone really isn’t sure, I 
suggest discarding the item and then 
considering how they feel. 


What storage solutions would you 
recommend? 

Storage which utilises space is good 
such as stepped boxes or turntables 
in cupboards. Wall storage and hooks 
can also work well as this keeps 
floors clear. I find drawer folders work 
well for paperwork although would 
always advocate saving documents 
virtually and backing up to the cloud if 
possible. 



How can you ensure that your home 
remains free of clutter? 

There is a simple rule required to keep 
a clutter free home: Don’t put it down, 
put it away. Avoiding decision delay is 
a key component. 

How much more effort is it to put 
the item back in its assigned home 
rather than on a table or surface? 

Assign a place for items due to leave 
the home. A home has a constant 
turnover of stuff. I would expect the 
average family home to exhort one bin 
liner worth of donations to charity per 
month or two. 

One in one out. 

Each time you buy something, you 


should look to let go of something 
else. Not only does this simple maths 
rule prevent a build-up of stuff, it 
also makes you truly consider new 
purchases. 

Don’t impulse buy. 

Give yourself a cooling off period 
before you buy a new item. 

Use this time to really think about 
whether it should earn a place within 
your home. 

If you can’t see it, you won’t use it. 

When you open your cupboards, or go 
into your loft, ensure you can see all 
your possessions at a glance. 

This may mean avoiding overfilling 
spaces, labelling and positioning.

A new stage adaptation of the classic adventure, 
The Jungle Book, stops off at two south London 
| venues as part of its nationwide tour. 

Bringing a host of much-loved characters to 
I life, the show will be staged at Richmond Theatre 
and the Churchill Theatre, Bromley next month 
and the creative team behind this new version are 
| loving working on the production. 

“The original 1894 book was a collection of 
I short stories set in India” says acclaimed director 
Max Webster, “our challenge is to refresh a story 
so well loved by generations, and bring it to a 
| contemporary audience.” 

Olivier Award winning playwright Jessica Swale 
I admitted “I hadn’t read the book since I was a 
child, so It was exciting to return to it and consider 
how it might still be relevant to a contemporary 
audience. I think culturally we associate The Jungle 
Book with Disney, but of course, it is Rudyard 
Kipling’s book that is the original. So I went back to 
the source material and found a treasure trove of 
| characters in Kipling’s poetic prose. 

The challenge was to find a modern voice for it- 
I especially in its politics. I wanted to refocus the 
tale to celebrate diversity- to talk about the 
challenge of growing up in a place where you may 
feel you don’t belong, and how we negotiate that.” 
Jessica’s recent successes include Nell Gwyn 
and Blue Stockings, alongside a growing body of 
film work, but she is excited to be getting back to 


her theatrical roots, “by being in a room of actors, 
playing and experimenting. So much of the life of 
a play comes from the performers. That’s why I’ll 
always come back to the theatre-1 love the movies 
but the live, collaborative nature of theatre is like 
soul food to me”. Moreover, she believes 
passionately in “the power of theatre to bring 
families together.” 

“Being a collection of short stories” says 
Jessica, “I chose two which I felt we could use to 
say something inspiring about community and 
compassion, about immigration and unity, in 
language which is lighter and brighter than 
Kipling’s (sometimes verbose) poetry. It needs to 
trip from the actors’ tongues. And it should be 
funny. 

“I wanted to ensure that we never lose the 
sense of being in the jungle because that’s what 
people come to see, so I pretty much disposed of 
the Man Village. I wanted to convey a message 
about diversity in a light hearted way.” 

There have been many adaptations of The 
Jungle Book, so what makes this one different? 
“We wanted to take the story everyone knows and 
loves, and make it modern, playful, upbeat and to 
make it resonate with today’s audiences.” Max 
explained. 

Internationally renowned songwriter Joe Stilgoe 
was bought in to develop a brand-new original 
score for the production and was originally 


commissioned to write just four songs, “it’s 
become a bit of a joke between the three of us, 
because now there are twelve”, he grins, 
admitting that he really wanted, “a song for 
everyone.” 

He goes on to say, “I’ve written all new music 
with a wide range of influences from all over the 
world. Our jungle spreads way beyond the 
confines of India, becoming a global jungle.” 

“Joe is a genius” Max tells me, “he kept coming 
up with more and more material that the rest of the 
team liked so much we had to include it.” 

Jessica adds, “Our Jungle Book is very 
emotionally driven, and it is coloured and lifted by 
Joe’s music.” Jessica and Joe have worked 
collaboratively on the lyrics for the songs, with 
Joe being inspired by watching scenes take 
shape during rehearsals. 

Joe is full of praise for Jessica, “She has written 
a Jungle Book which is more appealing than any 
other adaptation I’ve seen,” he says, “It retains 
elements of Kipling and is mystical and lovely. 
When I read the script I could hear the style of the 
songs - variously joyful, sad, dramatic and 
dangerous.” 

Joe is delighted with the decision to use a 
talented Portuguese percussionist who, on stage 
throughout, provides a central musical focus. 

“The rest of it simply comes together through the 
skills of the cast, especially the five actor 


musicians amongst them. How brilliant it is to be, 
say, a convincing monkey and play the cello at the 
same time!” 

I asked Max about the directorial challenges 
which The Jungle Book presented. “Live music is 
always a challenge, but I was a musician myself 
and I love how it helps create an atmosphere for 
the production. When it’s integral to the action, as 
it is here, you have to rehearse with the music in 
place. You can’t in any way bolt it on afterwards, 
so we’ve had singing at every rehearsal.” 

Then there’s the issue of how to create the 
illusion of a large pack, troop or herd of animals 
on stage with only a small group of actors, “Well, 
not even a big company could recreate an entire 
herd of animals, you have to create impressions”, 
says Max, describing the show’s “infinite forest” 
and explaining that the cast take on many roles 
within the show. 

The word all three of these creatives use most 
often is “playful”. Max hopes he had directed a 
show which has “jokes, laughter, and joy” and 
plenty to say about the world today.

EARLY MAN (PG): Bristol-based Aardman 
Animations turns back the clock thousands 
of years for a charming comedy of errors that 
traces the history of football to our club-wield¬ 
ing prehistoric ancestors.The beautiful game 
turns exceedingly ugly in a knockabout script 
co-written by Mark Burton and James Higgin- 
son, which scores a couple of own goals with 
groansome puns as caveman Dug (Eddie Red¬ 
mayne) challenges a team of preening Bronze 
Age superstars to a winner-takes-all match. 
Thankfully, cute visual gags compensate, 
including an early human hanging up washing 
using baby crocodiles as pegs and a butcher 
trading as Jurassic Pork. Vibrant characters 
with fingerprints occasionally visible in the clay 
beautifully replicate the charm of stop-motion 
lands before time conjured by Willis O’Brien 
and Ray Harryhausen in King Kong, The Valley 
Of Gwangi and One Million Years B.C. The 
script runs out of puff in the second half and 
lacks some of the inventiveness and eccentric¬ 
ity of earlier Aardman pictures. Regardless, 
Nick Park’s meticulously hand-crafted romp 
should score big with family audiences in the 
run up to this summer’s World Cup. 
DOWNSIZING (15): Small is beautiful - and 
highly desirable - in director Alexander Payne’s 
quirky comedy drama set in the near future, 
when socially conscious citizens undergo cel¬ 
lular reduction to live in picture perfect micro¬ 
communities, which are less of a drain on the 
Earth’s dwindling resources. The gung-ho min¬ 
iaturised American dream turns sour in Payne’s 
film, co-written by Jim Taylor, which chronicles 
the intolerable strain that downsizing places on 
the fractured marriage of occupational thera¬ 
pist Paul Safranek (Matt Damon) and his wife 
Audrey (Kristen Wiig). Wit and invention are in 
thrilling abundance in an assured opening 30 


minutes, augmented with slick digital effects 
that juxtapose the everyday and shrunken 
worlds. Unfortunately, the script’s volatile cock¬ 
tail of genres - dystopian social satire, humane 
drama, doomed romance - congeals before the 
film has concluded its laboured second hour. 
Ironically, Downsizing comes up short. 

COCO (PG): Family values resonate far beyond 
the land of the living in Disney Pixar’s uplifting 
computer-animated coming of age story. 
Sensitively scripted by Alfred Molina and Mat¬ 
thew Aldrich, Coco is a visually sumptuous val¬ 
entine to Mexican culture and the importance 
of passing down memories to the next genera¬ 
tion as seen through the eyes of a 12-year-old 
boy (voiced by Anthony Gonzalez), who travels 
to the Land of the Dead to meet his long-lost 
ancestors. Co-director Lee Unkrich, who 
deservedly collected an Oscar for Toy Story 
3, strikes a joyous universal chord with an 
all-Latino voice cast and an irresistible blend of 
heart-tugging emotion, uproarious comedy and 
toe-tapping musicality. You can feel the love in 
every jaw-dropping frame, which shimmers with 
vibrant colour and exquisite attention to detail. 
It’s a ravishing feast for the senses. Coco 
stands shoulder-to-shoulder with WALL-E and 
Inside Out as a heartfelt modern classic. 

THE POST (12A): Director Steven Spielberg’s 
handsome dramatisation of events leading up 
to the high-profile legal wrangling between The 
New York Times and president Richard Nixon 
feels uncomfortably relevant in a modern era of 
fake news and presidential Twitter outbursts. 
The Post is also a timely depiction of gender 
inequality in the workplace and lionises the 
achievements of Katharine Graham, publisher 
of The Washington Post, who risked losing the 
family business because she refused to be 
bullied by a patriarchal establishment. Tubs 


are repeatedly thumped in Spielberg’s picture, 
most powerfully in Meryl Streep’s tour-de-force 
portrayal of Graham, which captures every 
facet of a working mother’s resolve, inner tur¬ 
moil and defiance. Tom Hanks provides robust 
support as Ben Bradlee, crusading executive 
editor of The Washington Post. After a sluggish 
opening 15 minutes, The Post whirrs smoothly 
into action, cutting back and forth between 
Graham and Bradlee’s personal odysseys. 
Period detail is impeccable and Spielberg’s 
frequent cinematographer Janusz Kaminski 
and composer John Williams add lustre to the 
stylish project. 

THE COMMUTER (15): Spanish director 
Jaume Collet-Serra’s high-octane action 
thriller careens along the Hudson Line of New 
York City’s busy Metro-North Railroad for a 
preposterous high-stakes game of hide and 


seek involving a former NYPD detective (Liam 
Neeson) on board an evening rush hour train. 
Logic is left standing on the platform of Grand 
Central station as three scriptwriters merrily 
propel their two-dimensional characters down 
narrative sidings in order to extend our journey 
time and give the false impression of dramatic 
momentum. A ridiculously overblown finale, 
which begs unfavourable comparisons with 
Jan de Bont’s Speed, temporarily quickens the 
pulse but The Commuter has already derailed 
before this spectacular, special effects-laden 
flourish. There’s not one instance when we 
fear for Neeson’s flawed hero, even when his 
head is being thrust out of a smashed carriage 
window into the path of an oncoming train. 

The wheels come off Collet-Serra’s picture 
but the Ballymena-born leading man chugs on 
regardless.

BACKGROUND: Volvo has taken its 
time in developing a contenderforthe 
industry’s fastest-growing market segment, 
that for compact family hatchback-based 
SUVs. Unless you count the gussied-up 
V40 Cross Country model - which we dont 
-the Swedish brand has never had a car in 
this class. The XC40 puts that right. 
Underthe skin lies afreshly developed 
‘Compact Modular Architecture’ platform 
that Volvo has created with its Chinese 
owner Geely. It’s a chassis that will in-future 
be used by a whole range of new compact 
Volvo models, but it’s hard to believe that 
many of them will be much more significant 
than this one. Established premium brand 
compact SUV contenders like BMW’s XI, 
Mercedes’ GL4 and Audi’s Q2 and Q3 
crossovers are all within this XC40’s sights. 
So it’ll have to be good. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: The 
XC40’s ‘CMA’ platform has been based 
around provision for a whole range offuture 
cutting-edge Volvo powerplants, including 
three cylinder engines plus a Plug-in hybrid 
and afully-electric version. Forthetime 
being though, buyers are limited to the 
Swedish brand’s efficient 2.0-litre ‘Drive-E’ 
petrol and diesel units. If you want to fuel 
from the green pump, the range starts 
with the 154bhpT3 variant, which is only 
offered with front wheel drive and a choice 
of either manual or auto transmission. 
Alternatively, the same engine is available 
with 187bhp in the T4 derivative or in 
247bhp guise in the top T5 variant. Both 
these more powerful versions come only 


with auto transmission and 4WD. 

Asfbrthe diesels, well things kick off with 
the 148bhpD3,whichcomeswithfront 
orfour wheel drive and manual or auto 
transmission. Orthere’sthe 187bhp D4, 
which comes in auto 4WDform only. 
Available driving systems include the 
brand’s ‘Pilot Assist’ autonomous set-up 
which can steer and brake foryou on the 
highway. 

DESIGN: It’s an interesting combination 
this. A Swedish-branded product, financed 
by a Chinese conglomerate, styled by 
a British designer and built in a Dutch 
factory. We’ll start with the penman, a 
young Englishman Ian Kettle who says that 
the look ofthis car was inspired by robots 
he’d seen in sci-fi movies. In styling this 
contender, his brief was to give the XC40 its 
own identity, ratherthan simply making it a 
downsized XC60. So while this car shares 
its bigger stablemate’s Thor’s Hammer’ 
LED headlights and clamshell bonnet, it 
also gets unique touches like an inverted 
front grille and coupe-like rear styling. To 
some extent of course, the XC40 had to be 
different because it rides on quite different 
underpinnings, a ‘CMA’ (‘Common Modular 
Architecture’) platform that’ll be seen on a 
whole range offuture small models from 
Volvo and its Chinese parent Geely. What 
it means here isthatforthefirsttime, Volvo 
has a range ofthree SUVs; other brands 
have that too of course but in this case, the 
three products are each quite distinct in 
character. The Swedish brand hopes that’ll 
be significant. 



MARKET AND MODEL Prices are 
likely to start at just over £25,000 and range 
upto just under £40,000. There are three 
main levels oftrim-‘Momentum’, ‘R-Design’ 
and ‘Inscription’, with plusher‘Pro’variants 
of each.

‘R-Design’ trim, you additionally get gloss 
black styling details including a contrasting 
colour black roof, plus diamond-cut or matt 
black alloy wheels, part-leather seats and 
aluminium dash inlays. Topspec ‘Inscription’ 
variants meanwhile, enjoyfiHeather 
upholstery, an electric tailgate, wood detailing 
and a crystal glass gearlever. As ever with 
Volvo, a keyfocus is safety. An autonomous 
braking system is standard-fit and this system 
can specifically detect people and animals. 
There’s also an ‘Oncoming Lane Mitigation’ 
set-up that not only stops you from pulling 
out into the path of an oncoming vehicle 
but can also steer you away from such 
an impact. Pilot Assist, Volvo’s innovative 
semi-autonomous drive feature, is an optional 
extra on every XC40, as is ‘Run-off Road 
Protection and Mitigation’. And Cross Traffic 
Alert with brake support’, which warn you of 
oncoming vehicles when you’re reversing out 
of a space.
